Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a DVD comprising a feature that is primarily concerned with explicit 
presentations of sexual activity, and trailers for other features that depict the same. One of the 
trailers is for ’Blow Job Face'. An excision is required to remove this trailer, which, even though 
limited in duration, degrades, dehumanises and demeans women to a high degree. Women are 
heavily objectified, and presented as sexually insatiable, willing and able to endure extreme sexual 
behaviour in the pursuit of men's sexual satisfaction. The lack of contextualising images, such as 
the women smiling or appearing to enjoy the activity, colours the trailer to the point that there is 
a clear overtone of misogyny. An obvious reading is that the viewer is encouraged by the trailer 
to view women's degradation as sexually arousing. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill Of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes 
with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications that contain highly degrading, demeaning and dehumanising sexual 
conduct be classified as objectionable.
